ammunition and arre&tcd a few rebels. 


When the queen received thn news re- 


garding Ladysmith, she expressed the 
liveliest JOT and ordered the bells rung. 


The Lord Mayor read Gen. Buller's 


dispatch to an immense tLrong in front 
of the mansion house. 
The people 


marched through the streets singing the 
national anthem and cheering for Eob- 
erts. White and Buller. 


The crowd on the streets is vastly 


increasing during the afternoon and 
traffic at all the large centers was com- 
pletely blockaded. 
Everywhere the 


scenes were unparalleled with enthusi 
asm. 


The queen today sent messages of 


congratulations to Buller and White.

May Spread to Milwaukee 


Milwaukee, Wis.. March 1—All the 


union machinists etr-ployed in Milwau- 
kee may be called out on a sympathetic 
strike tomorrow by the executive coun- 
cil of'the international Association of 
Machinists. The Milwaukee machinists 
have no grievance against their employ- 
ers, but they are subject to the orders of 
the executive council of their national 
organization, which is now engaged in 
•battling for formal recognition of the 
union and a new wage scale! The ma- 
chinists say, if the machine shops in 
Chicago are closed on account of the 
strike of the machinists in that city, 
much of the work .which is done there 
will be sent to Milwaukee, and the Chi- 
cago strikers would be injured. 
There 


are about 2,500 rmichinists employed in 
shops in this city. The'raajoritv of the 
men are members of ihe International 
Association of Machinists. 


. New England Granite Men Strike 
Boston, Mass., March 1—The granite 


industry of New England which gives 
employment to 8,000 journeymen cut 
ters, is at a standstill because of a, wage 
contention between the manufacturers 
and the National Cutters' union. The 
strike is for $3 a day aud eight hours. 
The men who are on a^strike . strike 
are among the best paid artisans in the 
east.

Drastic 
Opinion on 
the Subject of 


Injunctions 
Recklessness 
With 


Which Pleadings Are Verified By 
Affidavits is Appalling!;—Courts Have 
No Rights to Legislate. 


Milwaukee, March 1—The Supreme 


Court of this state has taken a decided 
stand against government by injunction. 
In addition to the decision of the Mil 
waukee street railway case the court has 
handed down another drastic opinion on 
the subject of injunctions. 


This was in a case which was brought 


before the justices from South Milwau- 
kee on an appeal. .Ac application was 
made to Judge Ludwig to grant an in- 
junction restraining the aldermen elected, 
last spring from taking their seats. The 
petition was refused and the case ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 


Killing of tho Court. 


The court, in its opinion written by 


Justice Dodge, says: 


'•Suffice it to say upon tho.' general 


subject that it is a field which courts of 
equity should enter with their drastic 
injunctions with great hesitation. ' Even 
if such action is maintainable in the name 
of the individual, tho interests to be 
affected fire moat essentially of a public 
character and the -interest of tbe in 
dividual or coterio of individuals in an 
office, especially in a legislative office, 
sinks into insignificance in comparison 
with the -vast public interests to be 
affected by excluding therefrom those 
whom the popular will have designated. 


"By such injunctions the most, over- 


whelming expressions of'popular will in 
favor or against some policy mav be 
thwarted. Enough of the members of 
a city ..council—nay even of the legisla- 
ture itself—may be excluded to wholly 
reverse ;the true majority aud long 
enough to enable the issue or passage of 
acts which may have been the real sub- 
ject of an election and been forbidden 
by the popular vote. 


XeKUl1 Remedy Pointed l"o. 


••Such a catastrophe is all the more 


possible because of the imperfect charac 
ter of the evidence on which under our 
practice preliminary injunctions issue. 
The recklessness with which parties 
verify the most vehement pleadings and 
affidavits at times is uppa.ling, and may 
well cause hesitancy in issuing perhaps 
ruinous restraining orders in reliance 
thereon. 


"The law has provided machinery by 


the orderly progress of which the "elec- 
tion and certification of public oflicert 
ure to bo had, and to those tribunals has 
delegated both the authority and the 
power to act. 
If that machinery is in- 


adequate to protect the rights of the 
people it is for them, through the medium 
of 
their 
legislature to 
protect'^.its 


defects, and neither the authority or^he 
duty is upon the courts to ask to supply 
them."

Entire Revenue Under the .Bill Will be 


Devoted to Use of Porto 


Rico. 
- 


Washington, March 1—All the mem 


berb ot the Wisconsin delegation were in 
attendance upon the session of the house 
yesterday afternoon and registered their 
votes to favor of the Porto Bican Cus- 
toms Tariff bill. The members ot the 
delegation express the opinion that when 
the measure comes to be understood by 
the people generally there will be no ob- 
jection to it, notwithstanding the bittor 
tight made against it. 


They hold that the bill is not a tax 


upon Porto Rican people for the benefit 
of the United States, but a temporary 
tax measure which will be wholly for the 
b3nefit of the people of the island. 


A member of the delegation in ex- 


plaining the bill said: 


"The bulk of the criticism of the bill 


is plainly based upon an entire miscon 
ception of the provisions.. 
The chief 


complaint is that we are proposing to 
tax the poor people of Porto Rico for 
the benefit of the United States treasury, 
The fact is not a dollar of the money 
rained from these duties even those col- 
lected will fall chiefly upon accumula- 
tions of products; mainly sugar and 
tobacco, now out of the hands of the 
people of the island and in the hands ol 
the speculators who are holding the 
products in anticipation of large profits 
from salrs in this country as a result of 
an expected fiee trade law giving open 
markets in this country."

INJUNCTIONS 
OF NO FORCE 


Tha suprema court has ruled that the 


Milwaukee court had no right to inter- 
fere with the common council in the 
matter of the extending ^of the street 
railway franchise, and therefore the dis- 
regarding of the injnnctioual order ia 
not hold to be contempt of court. 
HIP 


decision is eminently just. It is neces- 
sary that common councils should enact 
certain legislation, from time to time, 
upon,the merits of which opinions muse 
differ. 
As in the present case, the dif- 


ferences of opinion often lend to bitter 
controversies, yet the council must do 
its duty. 
When the people disagree, the 


council must decide. The aldermen are 
elected for that very purpose. It ia just, 
therefore, that the injunction be, declared 
to be an improper remedy. 
If an in- 


junction is to bo .issued every time there 
is a difference ol opinion, the common 
councils might as well be disbanded, and 
the whole government placed in the 
hands of 
the courts. 
It is well that 


injunctions! orders are of force in pre- 
venting lawlesfcess, but it is also well 
that they are not of force in" preventing 
the lawful transaction of business, either 
personal, corporate, or municipal. 
As 


the court says in the present case, if 
anything wrong is done by any official 
or individual the law will apply to t.he 
offender. 
If any illegal action is takec, 


the courts' may nullify it, but tho aid of 
the courts cannot properly be invoked 
when the result would be to simply deluy 
matter or embarrass the city officials i n 
the transaction of necessary aiid lawful 
business. 


The supreme court's ruling is no sur- 


prise but for the reason above stated, it 
is of much importance as it settles a 
-question that has often been 
raised.

Mass., and Super- 
intend.ent Richard G. Boone of Cincin- 
nati. Ohio. 


The sentiments 
of 
these speakers 


were almost entirely in accord with 
Prof. Atwater. Nearly all of them be- 
lieved that the text books on alcohol 
were an unscientific, unpedagogical and 
hypocrtical abomination. On the other 
hand, H. Sabin of Des Moines.' Iowa, 
was an outspoken supporter of 
the 


- women and the text books. The ques- 


tion was considered of such importance 
it was voted to continue its discussion 
today, though the programme naturally 
was thrown very much out of plumb. 


At the morning session by a vote of 


93 to 71 the educators declined to pass 
a resolution memorializing theNational 
Educational association to promote the 
cause of spelling reform by the ap- 
pointment of a special commission to 
study the subject and report.

iff bill ended Wednesday when the bill 
was amended by reducing the tariff 
to 15 per cent and making the law tem- 
porary, and passed by a vote of 172 to 
161. 
The republican managers 
were 


surprised at the majority of. eleven re- 
ceived by the bill, for up to the hour of 
voting they claimed only a majority 
of from three to five. 


There were six republicans who voted 


against the bill. They were McCall of 
Massachusetts, 
L,ittlefiekl 
of 
Maine, 


Crumpacker of Indiana, Lorirner of Il- 
linois, and Hcatwoie and Fletcher of 
Minnesota. 
Warner of Illinois, who 


was absent by reason of illness, was 
paired against the bill. Representative 
Lcrimer announced that were Mr. War- 
ner present he would oppose'the bill. 


These 
five 
republicans 
were 
not 


enough .to defeat the bill. On a strict 
party vote, with all members present, 
the republicans 
have a majority of 


fourteen,, and it would have required 
the change of eight republican votes 
to defeat. Four (Ifmoornrs voted for 
the bill, .four others wei-e absent with- 
out pairs, and one was present without 
voting. In this way the bill received 
a majority of eleven votes, 


The four democrats m»\Ci Voted for 


the bill were Davey and ul.eyer of Lou- 
isiana, Devrles o£ California, and Sib- 
ley of Pennsylvania. The four demo- 
crats absent without pairs were Sta!- 
lirtgs of Alabama, Small of'North Caro- 
lina, Smith of Kentucky, and Fleming 
of Georgia. 
Bellamy of North Caro- 


lina, democrat, .was present, but did not 
vote. 


The republicans cheered over their 


victory, but it was not entirely a re- 
publican victory. 
They also cheered 


the four democrats who yotecl with 
them. 
The republicans 
made 
their 


light for constitutional power that con- 
gress could legislate for the islands ac- j 
quired from Spain without extending 
the constitution over them. 
The six 


republicans who opposed the bill did 
so on the ground that this position 
was not constitutional, and was not 
fair to Puerto Rico. The four demo- 
crats who voted for the bill did so on 
the ground of protection to their local 
interests. 


The four democrats who were ab- 


sent without pairs were simply unfor- 
tunate. The republican whip, Mr. Taw- 
ney, was a better player^t pairing his 
men than was the democratic whip. 
Mr. Tawney secured a pair for every 
republican who favored the bill. 
He 


even beat the republican opponents out 
of one vote by changing the pair ot 
Mr. Stevens o£ Minnesota, who 
had 


paired with Mr. Harmer of Pennsyl- 
vania, to Mr. Warner oMIlinois. Mr. 
Stevens had assured Mr. McCall that 
he was opposed to the bill and would 
pair with Mr. Harmer. 
McCall relied 


upon that pair to hold Stevens. 


But Mr. Tawney won over Stevens 


to support the bill, this morning and 
quietly changed the pair to Warner, 
allowing Stevens to vote. The demo- 
cratic whip was unable to secure pairs 
for all his absentees. 


The conference report on the finan- 


cial bill was taken up iri the senate to- 
day, and Mr. Alclrich. in charge of the 
bill, made an explanation of tjje re- 
port. He confined his statement to an 
explanation of such provisions of the 
conference report as amended or modi- 
fied the terms of the senate bill. Mr. 


• Allen of Nebraska made 
a speech 


against the Hawaiian bill, and the sen- 
ate adjourned, after agreeing to vote 
on the latter today.
